BUSINESS METHODS NEEDED 



Ther* Should Be a Proper System of 
Road Maintenance, With Its AuxiN 
iary System of Road Accounts and 
Financial Control — ^This Would Place 
Expanditures en a Sound Basis. 

Tbe greatest part of the large annual 

expenditure fill- i-dails is for construc- 
tion, writes E. W. James, chief of luaiu- 
tenance. United States office of public 

rnails. in tho New York Evening Tost. 
Aaotlier lai-go part is spent in repair- 
ing worn oat roads. Very little Is spent 
s.vstcinaticully for lualntuiuiug in good 
coudition roads already built. Tbe fact 
that it is usually impossible to separ- 
exiitndituris for construction, re- 
pair and muiuteuancc indicates the in- 
different attitude of local officials to- 
Avard maintenance. What such indif- 
ference means should be tborougbly 
understood. 

The idea of building roads with bond 
money is a good one. The arrangement 
can often be made to good business ad- 
vautaj^e, and in a goo<l device for mak- 
ing posterity share in tlie paj-ment of 
a certain advantage that we bequeath 
to it But as usually practiced the 
arrangement of issuing,' lionds serves 
actually to shift all payment to postei*- 
ity and to exhaust the proceeds of the 
sale in our o.vu generation. Wo arc 
heavily discotuitiug the future in road 
building, and unless some change is 
brought about, linancial dilFicultics are 
sure to come that can be met only by 
heavy direct taxes that will have to be 
expended witliout any direct benefits. 

The Urst step toward remedying this 
ccmdltion is really ' a very simple one. 
Every mile of improved road built by 
a county from any funds whatever 
should create a determinable annual 
liai iiiiv i:gaii:st the annual road reve- 
nues of the county. TBSs" ilabiilty i»" 
determined by a compietent engineer as 
Tii»> jnobiiblo annual cost of mainte- 
nance of that particular mile of im- 
proved road. 

Let us assi;:ne the case of a county 
having $10,UU0 auuual road revenue 
under the ma::imum levy. The county 
already has .'^OO .miles of common dirt 
roads and is unable to keep them in 
good coudition for $3^ per mile, be- 
cause of the heavy traHic near the mar- 
ket towns. So it plans to issue bonds 
and to const) net gravel roads near the 
principal market towns or railroad 
points or centers of .population. The 
question is, How many miles of gravel 
road should (lie county buildV The en- 
gineer advisiu': the county studies the 
materials available and estimates that 
roads built with the best local gravel 
will ciast ^VJ.") per mile annually to 
maintain. Ti> maintain the dirt roads 
at least .$.';() jier mile should bo allowed 
ou 100 miles. liy a simple computa- 
tion we find tliat fifty-six miles of grav- 
el road at $TJ."i is .$7,000, and 100 miles 
, of dirt road is $;j,()0(), and our .$1(M)<)0 
revenue is exiiausted. This is, then, 
the limit of .snch road that the county 
should construct. 

Our couiit.v gov(;rnuients arc not .^o 
efficient as our city govei nments. How- 
ever honest county ollicials iuay be, 
however seripusly they take their du- 
ties, they labor under a heavy bur- 
den of habil and custom that praeti- 
cally makes impossible any thorougli. 
ctfective work by present methods. 

In 1014 the United States expended 
in all $249,t!n5,or»7 for road work; n 
quarter of a lii'llion dollars; more than 
one-third of liie value of the 101 u cot- 
ton crop at 10 cents per pound. If we 
would conserve this tremendous annual 
investment of public wealth in" public 
%vurks so tli:!l it may lie eiiainlalive in 
effect and not u dead annual charge for 
trausportatio;:. we must revise our 
«nethods of f unducting road affairs, in- 
troduce pro. I'r supervision, proper 
business nii';;io;ls, and once and for ail 
take roads ui:t of local politics. 

The instn:mentality for accomplish- 
jng these end-; is a propi-r system of 
roail maiiile;:aii<-e. with its auxiliary 
system uf ro;;d a(.*eouuts ami linancial 
control. Sr.cu system will save the 
community from assuming an undue 
Imrdcn of charges, wiil provide 
for the perni;iiient and elieetive upkeep 
of the pulilc iirojiorly represented i>y 
the road system, will distribute tiie an- 
nual revenues v»-iiere tratlic and invest- 
ment values lieiiiand, and not as sought 
by local pol'.; ■.cians, and will place the 
largest single iu-m of public er^pendi- 
turc, that f o • public roads, ou a busi- 
ness basis. 'I'he result will be that the 
huge invest:;!. 'Ut of annual public reve- 
imes will have a cumulative viilue and 
the public pr iperty represented by that 
'investment will be permanently con- 
fierved. 

Rounc'ed Corners Popular. 
Rounded comers at road interaffc- 
tions are nnide at all important cross- 
roads and at ilio junctions of all roads 
where' the tra lie is siitiii ienlly hca\y 
to warrant it in Crawford county, la. 
This practice, accorduig to the service 
bulletin of tlio Iowa statis high^vay 
fominissioi!. is regarded with so much 
•/avor by the r:;nncrs that they donate 
the land leqnirta for extra wiUtli in 
itio right of w-ay.

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The Fish Course. 

S.!l.LM:ON a la CARBONXE.— Take 
a larg(> i ;ui of salmon, drain, re- 
move the sUiu and bones and 
flake it with a silver fork. Add to the 
Osh a half cupful of dried bread- 
(M'umbs. tlie juice of an onion, a half 
t( aspuouful of salt and a salispouuful 
of red pepper, two tablesi)ooufuls of 
meltwl butter, a gill of cream and the 
stillly beaten white of an egg. Mi.K 
well and QIl buttered ramekins with 
the mixture, dusting the top W'ith n lit- 
tle grated cheese. Ifaice fifteen min- 
UU'S in a medium o\(.;i. Tlie salmon 
ma.v be served hot or I'old. Any of the 
freshly boiled lisli. like cod, tile, hali- 
but or blueflsh, may be cooked in the 
same way. 

Deyiled Clams.— Take four dozen me- 
dium sized rottnd dums, scrub them 
and jilaee tiiem in a .saucepan with a 
cupful of cold water. Let the clams 
steam until all are fully opened, then 
remove them from the shells and chop 
them (not too small). AOA to the 
clams a l uiifnl of dry breadcrumbs, a 
saltspoouful of red pepper, a teaspoon- 
uil of Worcestershire sauce, a finely 
grated onion, a half gill of melted but- 
ter and the beaten white of an egg. 
Fill well buttered baking shells with' 
the mixture, dustuig tlie top of each 
with a little grated ICnglish cheese. 
ISake until a delicate brown and serve 
hot or cold, but not chilled. 

Oyster Patties. — Make shells over 
l)ottoni of round gem tins, pricking 
holes in the boltom of shells v.i'.li fork. 
Use a good, short pie crust lor si: !ls. 
IJoil one pint of oysters till tiie cdge.^ 
curl. Pour off and save ti'.e juice. 
IMake a white sauce of one capl'ul of 
rich milk, pinch of salt, butter the 
i tze iif aji,*y£&,. oua^hej^^iu?. taiOes^co,*'- 
ful .-)f Hour and a dash^ of cacyenne. 
.^dd the oyster juice and cook until it 
thickens. Cut up the oysters into the 
sauce an(\ serve one spoonful in each 
shell. 



SNAPPY GINGERS.

Ginger Apple Whip.— One qimrt ap- 
iilc sauce, whites of two eggs, half cup- 
ful preserved ginger <-i',t in sni.il] bits 
and pistaciiio nuts. Have api>le sauce 
smooth and well seasoned, add ginger, 
beat whites of eggs stiff and fold into 
sauce. Ser\'e in pr(>(ty glasses. Gar- 
nish each portion v, ith sv.eeteiied v. hip- 
Ited ere.im :ind pistachio nuts ananged 
in flower petals. 

Cautou Cream. —Oue tablespoonful 
granulated gelatin, one-fourth cupiiil 
water, on;- eunlnl milk, yolks of two 
egg.s, one-fourth cupful suyar. few 
gi'alns salt, one tcuspo«niful vanilla, 
one-fourth cupful crysfalized giiigei 
cut in pieces and two and one-halt < iiii- 
liiLs cream. 8o;ik gc'.riin iu v,ai<T; r.ii:! 
to custard made uf milk. egg.s, su.gar 
and salt Chill aud add remaining in- 
gredients, except tin- (leai:!. Whip 
this stiff and fold into first mixture 
when it begins to thicken. Turn into 
a melon mold and garnish Avith strips 
of ginger. Chill thoroughly and serve 
on ornamental ])!atter. 

C'luncse Salad.— (aun;-.l pears 
(halves), one cnprut celery stra.ws. one- 
fourth cupful (.liced preserved ginger, 
one-half cupful chopiied almonds or 
walnuts, sweet mayonnaise, whippc'! 
cream. Have celery ver;. ci'isp. .\r- 
r|iuge on small individual iil.ites. plac- 
ing pear ineeuter. Add small quantity 
of whipped cream to mayonnaise and 
Uiir with preserved ging.T I'oiu' tc, cr 
.salad. Fill pear cavities with nut 
meats, topping with ^vliii ped cream 
garnish. Serve very cold. 

Stuffed Gingerbread. — Oue cupful 
bla< k niol.isses. two cuiifuls flour, one- 
half teasiioonful ground ginger, two 
eggs and a pinch of salt, one-half cup- 
ful butter and one-half cupful boiling 
wator hi which one feaspoouful soda 
is dissolved. Warm molasses, mix 
with butter, add gi»Siir aud salt, then 
the beaten eggs, Ipst flour and water 
alternately. Cake In a square iian. 
Break into s<piare j leeei?. oiien and 
spread \\\\\\ this icing: Take mibeaten 
, white of egg, dilute with very little 
water, stir in powdered sugar until it 
will spread, first nddin-.' tli..|.i..cl jire- 
lerved ginger. Spread on hot giij\;er- 
bread. Serve immediately.

Number of Small Towns, Villages and 
Rural Communities Which Feed the 
Larger Centers Have Intricate Prob- 
lems anJ Need Expert Assistance, Es- 
pecially Ti;osc Near Great Cities. 

"\Vo now ivali/.»' i.s never before tbe 
Intcnlcppiitlo'.K'o of city and country, 
^\•l•il(■s rhilin il. i;i\V(;<ul. ^\•.. in tlio 
American City. Tliis is essential to 
the sound Krowtli of the nation. Yet 
the dovclopnienl of ihc l ity lias rofciv- 
cd much more rare.'iil sUidy and plan- 
ning than has that of the eonntry. It 
is liiiK' lliaL or;:;!:ii::r(l :nul intelligent 
forcthou.;;ht be brouijht to bear on the 
many intiii^ato problems of rural plan- 
iiin:r.

The above agencies are twofold—

'J'lio majority arc heavily inclined to- 
ward the cilucational. -which Is no 
<loul;t best, but folloMinj; the educa- 
tional we must provide means of exe- 
cution and construction. 

In cities of course tlie situation is 
different There large projects involv- 
ing considerable outlay are the rule, 
and traineil n;en. snch as architects, 
landscaite arciiitects. engineers and 
lawyers, are immediately called into 
consultation, and plans are prepared in 
a businesslike way. 

But tlie tijoiisauds of small towns. 
Tillages and rural communities which 
feed tl«e larger centers have Intricate 
problems and need expert assistance, 
especially in the neighborhood of im- 
portaut cities where unsightly and in- 
sanitary iuonditiuns exist just beyond 
the city's jurisdiction. The larger 
cities are now ^iowiiis into the coun- 
try, and means of access should be im- 
proved iiihl \'.;e iiuuiiry ' \. .is nnd vil- 
hijrcs made to serv'j tlic cities without 
losing their indivltluaiity. 

liaxi'- a \ !llar,e ii .;wovemeiit so'-iely or- 
f-'aiiV/,cd by weli meaning citiv-ens tn 
ellmiiuile some obvious evil. What 
can such an organization do in a large 
way with only t!io funds collected from 
sales, annual dues, suppers or other 
questionable mejui.sV Who is to help 
tbcm In their worthy effox-ts to create 
something of which the best citizens 
may he jiroudV 

One of Uu ^ im-f ihotights brought 
OO* at the ref-nnr i^aiional conference 
on oliy x)1aniii'^ •. , (he one voiced 
by Thomas Adai :)s of Canada when he 
said tlnit our great need in ilu- T^'nited 
States was for some centralized con- 
trol of tbe|Vannlng of our small towns 
and rural districts. Shall v,e attempt 
to foruj another naliiinai organization 
for the promotion of this idea, or shall 
we use tlio tried facilities now avail- 
able? For the present :lie tatter seems 
to be the wiser cuius". 

We have in nearly every state in the 
UnK'U a worldng organization, backed 
by tht- federal government, which, if 
the pi!opiP ask. can be developed to 
fter\e our nciuls in iuc pianning and 
execution of our village and counti'y 
Improvement problems. I refer to the 
extension departments of our state uni- 
versities and colleges. Here we have 
state help and a separate working unit 
in each state i»romoting and assisting 
public undertakings In our small towns 
iiid rural connnunities. The work 
musr he judiciously administered or 
Hnsatisf.ictory resulls and much crit- 
ii'Lijm will follow. 

This is no untried method, as it has 
been followed for several years in 
ilassacluiBetts, and some of the other 
states ni'C now taking up the v\ork. 
To avoid cj'Ulci;im from laofessional 
men and to carry out the work in a 
Kati.^factory nianuei' the followuig 
points have l)ecn (piite ch-arly demon- 
strated by practice thus far:

The change of climate and milk 
should not cause a calf to scour, un- 
less too much milk of poor quality is 
given to the calf en route or after it 
arrives. Scours are generally caused 
hy heavy fi-ediiig or by the use of cold 
or sour milk fed out of unclean 
buckets. In case the calf scours, I 
\A ould cut Its amount of milk to about 
():i(>-half and give a dose of castor oil, 
or a mixture of salol and bismuth sub- 
intrate. The latter Is a common rem- 
(>dy and is very effective. 

The best practice is to feed the 'calf 
twice a day. If y<m are malliing yotn* 
cows three times a day, the calf can be 
fed as often. Good results are had by 
feeding the calf warm sweet milk im- 
nu'diately after the cows ;ir<? milked. 
If the calf is of the .Jersey or Guernsey 
breed, eight to ten pounds of milk a 
(lay for the lirst few wi'cks will be 
enough. If yon have no way of weif,'h- 
ing the milk, it would be a good idea to 
feed juKt a little more than half a gal- 
lon of milk twice a day. 



SAVING BEST HEIFER CALVES 



Kesp Record of Each Individual Cow 
and Save Offspring of Best Pro< 
ducers for Herd.

KEEP YOUNG CALVES THRIFTY 



Ration Consisting of Cracked Corn, 
Whole Oats, Bran and Oil Is 
Considered Excellent. 

A very excellent ration for keeping 
young calves in good, thrifty, health- 
ful, growing condition is <)ne con- 
sisting of enual parts cracked corn, 
whole oats, bnin and oil meal. This 
fed regularly and liberally in conjunc- 
tion with clover hay will make tliem 
ihiive well. The cracked corn fur- 
nishes carbohydrates in sufficient pro- 
portion to keep the calves in excellent 
flesh and it furnishs heat for warming 
their bodies in cold weather. Whole 
oats are very excellent for imparting 
bone and muscle-growing materitil ; 
also stamina in young calves. Cracked 
or shelled corn and whoh^ oats will be 
digested ju.st as readily and elliciently 
by calves under one year as will these 
grains when ground, and calves seem 
to prefer them unground. 



REGULARITY IS GOOD HABIT 



Unequal Periods Reduce Quality and 
Quantity of Milk — ^Annual Out- 
i put Is Much Less. 



In all things regularity is a good 
practice, but in milking it is impera- 
tive. As a rule, the cow is milked at 
about five o'clock of mornings in sum- 
mer and at seven or eight (j'clock in 
the morning in winter. The evening 
milking is done very late in summer 
and very early in winter. The unequal 
periods are made for the cow by this 
suu-to-sun milking, and as a conse- 
quence the quality of her milk and the 
quantity of the same, as well as the 
length of her annual period of milk- 
giving, are reduced.
